Canton Government’s 
Demands. 


Mr. Frank W. Lee, Cammis- 
sioner for Foreign Affaire in 
Canton, has sent a lengthy 
despatch on the Macso affair to 
the Portuguese Consult General. 
The despatch concludes in these 
terms >— : 

Witb a view to protecting ths 
lives of the Chinese residents in 
Macao, cur Government has to 
take adequate measures to deal 
with the case. In obedience to 
the instruction of His Excellency 
the Civil Governor, I beg to lodge 
the following demands before 
you. Ifthe Macao Government 
has the sincerity to maistaia the 
good friendship ever existing be- 
tween the two countries,it should 
act according to what we expect:— 

1. The killing of Chinese 
workmen by the Portuguese 
soldiers and police is nothing but 
a disgrace to the national dignity 
of China) <A delegate of the 
Macao Government accompanied 
by the Portuguese Conan! Gene- 
ralin Canton should be sent to 
give due apology to the Canton 
Government on bahalf of the 
Portuguese Government. 

2. Tne Portuguese soldiers and 
police and tna officers who wera 
responsible for the incident should 
be severely punished. The nsmea 
of the persons who are to be 
punished and the punishment 
inflicted should be farnished to 
this Government. 

3. The families of the dead 
shoald be duly compansated by 
the Portuguese Government and

The Disbandment 
Proposals. 


Peking, June 14.—A mandate 
issued this moraing sonouncing 
Li Yusn-bung’s reinstatement 
says:—In recent yours the 
country has suffered from grevi- 
ous ills and the peaple have been 
subjected to misery time. and 
azein. Recently communications 
reached me from the two Hous-s 
of Parliament, educational, 
agricalboral end commercial in- 
stitutions requesting me to resume 
the Presidency in view of the 
dangerous conditions prevailing. 
The obvious sincerity of the re- 
quests made itimpossible for me 
to decline. Accordingly, I left for 
Peking and took over the duties 
of President on June 11th. I shall 
do my utmost to act io the in- 
torests of the country and the 
people, and I trust my civil and 
military collesgues will assist mo 
to the extent of theirpower.” Li 
Yaso-hong proposes the disband- 
ing of at least haf the soldiery, 
allowing the proviaces only one 
mixed brigade and one regiment 
each, the remainder of the forces 
hecoming the National: Army.—

Yoformation has reached ogt 
the effect that Sunj Yat-sen's 
expeditionary force 

umecbow city, in Eiangsi, on 
the Sth instant, buat that it waa 
attacked and defeated by. the 
opposing armies on the 7th. 
suffering heary losses, It is said 
that the whole of Son’s front Hine 
was dispersed and that two 
battalions were compelled to 
surrender their arms. The right 
wingis also said to have lost 
1,400 men and the left wing 
few hundred, including a re- 
gimental commander. Tha ex- 
peditionary army Is now said to 
have ratraated back to Taji Yu 
Ling. 

Isis anid thet matters are not 
goirg at all well with the expedi- 
tion, this being due to many 
caures. One report is thet San 
Yat-sen is at variznce with Gen- 
ers! Li Lieh-chun. The latter, 
by reason of sickness, has not 
gone to the front, and efter the 
capture of Lumchow, Sun Yat- 
seo appointed Tse Yuen-ham as 
Governor of Kisangsi without 
consolting General “Li As e 
consequenc?, Gonsral Li’s forces 
are very indignant and have de- 
clared their intention of forming 
an ind paodent army which will 
not concern itself, witb the 
expedi‘ion. 

Another report states that 
Generel Wong Tai-wai, Com. 
mander-in-Chief of tha left’ wicg, 
who was promoted by General 
Chan King-ming from the rank 
of x petty officer to that of a 
general, refused toattack Chan's 
forces when the expeditionary 
army arrived at Shaohing, and 
that, ae a consequence, Sun 
Yat-sea refused to bave him on 
the same boat or in the same 
car on the way to Shiukwar. 
Again, when the question of 
appointing a Military -Sepply 
Commissioner was raised, Gen- 
eral Woog recommended Gen- 
eral Chan King-ming, mention- 
ing the good work he did 
against Kwangsi, but San prompt- 
ly cut him short and later 
appointed Hung Kang. who hag 
not asiogle soldier under him, to 
the post of Gommander-in-Chief 
of Huoan, thes makiog him «@ 
superior officer to General Wong. 
who has twelve battslions under 
him. 

As @ resvlt of these develop- 
ments, Sun Yat-sen, by appoint- 
iag Tse Yum-hum as Governor 
of Kiangsi, is ssid to have lost 
the support, of General. Li's 
trooper, aud, by appointiog Huog 
Kang as Commander-in-Chief of 
the Hunan forces, of which 
Generat Wong was formerly 
commander, he ran bo longer 
rely-on the loyalty of the Istter’s 
soldiers. °

London, June 14. 

Presiding at the dinner cf the Corona Glub, cat which were 
present a distinguished companyof Colonial administrators and 
officials, the Hon, E. P. L. Woad, UnderSecretgry of State for the 
Colonies, urged the desirability of nat arresting any “schemes of 
development in the Colonies, however other ecanom: might be 
essential. He announced, amid appreving cheers, that he had 
recommended to the Secretary of State that-all, future oftwials of 
the Colonial Office be required to apend same period cf instruction 
time in one or other of the Colonies. a 

Referring especially: to’ the Far East, Mr. Wood paid a glow. 
ing tribute to the service which the Empire had rendered during 
the Prince cf Wales’ visits to the Dominions and Cofonies, which 
was a standing refutation of the doctrines af those who affected 
to regard the monarchy as an effete institution.” He declared that 
there was no pact of the Empire for which those at Home felt 
greater sympathy than the Federated Malay States, which in days 


af prosperity gave generously ty thé Mother Country and on which 


days of adversity hed fallen with exceptional severity. He wished 
he-could say that he saw the end of their diftcnlties.

An. international bureau con- 
sisting of equal numbers. of 
Chinese and foreign bankers for 
the parpose of auditingall Govern- 
mest sccounts .is the plac 
attributed to Mr. Tuog Kang, the 
Finance Minister-designate, for 
reforming the Republic’s “ex- 
chequer. Apparently the scheme 
is ta yo beyond the audit process, 
as it it is stated that all 
funds coming to the Govern- 
ment are to be transferred 
to the new organisation, which 
will provide the authorities with 
amontbly sum for the expenses 
of.administration. As yet the 
plan isin the embryo’stage, and 
it is obvious that no definite 
decision could have been teached, 
seeing-that for some weeks China 
bas been without even the kind 
of Cabineb that has nominally 
been ruling the country.

SHIPPING MAN. 
Mr, A. J. Frey’s Career. 


Acable received in Hongkong 
from Washiogton announces the 
death of Mr. A. J. Frey, Vice. 
President in charge of. operations 
for thea United States. Shipping 
Board 

“the late Mr. Frey bad a mast 
successful career. He. was boro 
in Germany and went to the 
United States at an carly age. 
Starting ss a stenographer, he 
climbed the ladder of life with 
great rapidity until he gained the 
high position whieh he held at 
the tima of his desth, at the 
early age of only 45. Ha leaves 
a Widow and family. . 

Starting with the Pacifio Mail 
Steamsbip.Company in 1899 as 
secratary to the general manager, 
Mr. Feey was quickly promoted 
and was"subséquently mate a 
sistant to the general manager of 
the sare company. He remained 
in this position until 1915, when 
the company was sold to other 
interests, Mr. Frey then re- 
organised the China Mail Sredm- 
ship Compsny and established a 
servics between San Francisco 
and the Orieot. Shortly after- 
wards he joined the Assaciated 
Oil Company sad was put in fell 
charge of the purchasing dapart- 
ment. He remained with this 
company until May, 1918, when be 
went into Government service as 
director of the division of con- 
struction of the Emergency Fleet 
Corportation at San Francisco. 


Two anda half years later Mr. 
Frey resigned this post and with 
a nurmber of others at Los Angeles 
parcbased from the Navy Depart- 
ment the steamers Yale and Har. 
vard, with which he established 
a fast passenger service between 
Los Angeles and San Francisco. 
To, 1920 be was requested to ac- 
cept the position of Vice-Pres- 
ident in charge of operations for 
tbe United States Shipping 
Board, which post he held at. the 
time of his death.

“Mr. Hara broke all the bradi- 
tions of the Genro rule by. taking 
over the portfolio of the Minis- 
ter of the Navy when ‘Admiral 
Baron Kato went to the Wash- 
ington Conferenca.. It was the 
first tirme that a civilian bad 
ever filled this post, and Hara 
thought he was establishing a 
precedent that would break up 
the military clique. Hedid more 
than this, for he was apposed to 
the custom of individual minis- 
tetial responsibility. to the 
Emperor and sought to substitute 
for it a joint responsibility of 
the dntire cabinet, following the 
British example. .The whole 
Hara idea was for wider exercise 
of partyviofluence on uational 
affaira. 

“Though Hara’a death was a 
deplorable political loss the pro- 
cess of transition io Japan was 
too wall under way to be stopped. 
It gained momentum from the 
Wasbington conference. Viewed 
at first with suspicionand alarm 
by the Japanese “bureauctacy, it 
proved to be a godsend to acoun- 

try whose military obsession was 
driving it toward bankruptcy.
